THE FOUR POWER TREATY 


RATIFIED BY UNITED STATES 


SENATE 67 TO 27. 


It I* the One Treaty of Armament 


Conference Upon Which All Op- 


position Was Centered. 


It was twelve Democratic United 


States Senators who had fought for 
the Treaty of Honor—the Versailles 
Treaty—who made it possible to put 
across the Four Power Treaty, last 
week, with the necessary two-thirds 
vote. Democracy gave the treaty 
just four more than enough to win, 
showing the party to be above parti- 
sanship and that the principles of 
Wilson fought for, as incorporated 
in these treaties are the ones the 
party will support no matter how 
presented. 


The ajjproval of the treaties evi- 


dently influenced Wbodrow Wilson 
to write an ex-service man: 
"Certainly service men, above all 


others, are qualified to express their 
devotion of the principles we believe 
in. It -K3.5 for those very principles 
that they offered their lives. For my 
own part. I believe those principles 
to be in thems_elves so powerful that 
no political blindness or iniquity can 
defeat their triumph. I believe that 
triumph to be immediately at hand, 
and that we shall very soon, indeed, 
wipe away the ugly record we made 
in failing to fulfill the objects for 
which our gallant conirades fought." 


The Pacific treaty signed by repre- 


sentatives of the United States, Great 
Britain. France and Japan, as rati- 
fied by the Senate yesterday with 
one reservation reads:
